wide prohibition law in that state last 
summer, are moving back to locate in 
Chattanooga. 

This is the result of favorable action 
by the courts of Tennessee, in inter- 
preting the law tO mean cnly the pro- 
hibition of the sale of liquor in Ten- 
nessee within 4 miles of a church or 
school house, and not to interfere with 
interstate commerce. e 

The whisky¥ men they will be 
able to do business outside of Tennes- 
see without interference. 

The final decision on the fight the 
former Chattanooga men are making 
will be made in the supreme court, and 
they’ say it will be favorable to them. 
If not, they will move back.

TU PARLIAMENT 


King’s Speech Prorogat- 
ing Body Is Read. 


London, December 3.—King Edward's 
second parliament, which appears des- 
tined to become a memorable one in the 
country’s history, was prorogued to- 
day with the customary formalities. 
lt will soon be dissolved, and writs 
issued for new elections to the house 
of commons. The polling will begin 
January 13 and will extend to Janua 
24. The new parliament will assemble 
about the middle of February. 

Although Premier Asquith has made 
no arrangements to meet the situation 
created by the house of lords, the com- 
missioners of customs have issued a 
notice that taxes on tea. tobacco, spir- 
its, ete., will continue to be collected, 
pending the assembling of the new 
parliament. 

The trades affected by this order al! 
agree that this course would preclude 
disturbance in business. 

The election campaign already 
full sWing and many speeches’ were 
delivered tonight in all parts of the 
country. Lord Lansdowne, the oppo- 
sition leader in the house of lords. in 
an address at Plymouth, defined the 
issues as tariff reform versus the ex- 
tinct budget and two houses of parlia- 
ment versus a single chamber. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, president 
of the board of trade, spoke at Preston 
and challenged the unionists to show 
any benefit that could come to. the cot- 
ton trade from their fiscal policy. 

Believing that a victory of the union- 
ists would put back the clock on sq- 
cial reforms, the labor party's execu- 
tives have agreed to the liberal pro- 
posals to avoid triangular contests by 
recommending the withdrawal of a 
scOre of labor candidates. The princi- 
ple to be observed is ghat the laborites 
will contest the seats they held in the 
expiring parliament.

Nicaraguans May Appeal to 
Congress to Take a Stand 
Against Course of Secretary 
Knox --- Zelaya Will Not Be 
Permitted to Make Escape. 


Washington, December 3.—President 
Zelaya has not only refused t® take 
official cognizance of Secretary Knox's 
note, which was practically an ulti- 
timatum, but he is declared to have 
dispatched. special agents to Washing- 
ton to endeavor to have the state de- 
partment’s ultimatum set aside, first 
by appeals to that department, gnd, 
secondly, by direct appeals to members 
of congress. The state department is 
entirely aware of the presence and 
identity of these emissaries. While 
they are being watched in a general 
way, the United States is maintaining 
over them nothing that could be con- 
strued as esplonage. 

In addition to this, it was reported 
today that any attempt that Zelava 
might make to escape from the country 
would receive the direct and vigorous 
attention of the American warships 
now lying off the coasts of Nicaragua. 
Secretary Knox’s note intimated in the 
plainest language that the state de- 
partment looks upon Zelaya as the man 
responsible for the torture and death 
of the two Americans, Groce and Can- 
non. 


Try te Deflect Program. 

The plan to deflect the United States 
government’s program in regard to Nic- 
aragua came to light today. Senor 
Fernando Sanchez and Dr. V. M. Ro- 
man, the former accompanied by 
family. arrived here and registered at 
a leading hotel. Neither Senor Sanchez 
nor Dr. Roman would talk. They gave 
their address ,as New York. 

Members of the Central American 
diplomatic corps, however, were in a 
flutter when they discovered the new 
arrivals. Senor Sanchez they declared, 
is a partner? of Zelaya in many of the 
latter’s business ventures and he has 
mabaged to amass a fortune of nearly 
$5,000,000 in gold. Dr. Roman, the re- 
port continued, lone has been Senor 
Sanchez’s business adviser, and he is a 
close friend and adherent of Zelaya. 

During the afternoon and early eve- 
ning more than a score of telegrams 
were dispatched frem Senor Sanchez’s 
rooms, Almost an equally large number 
were received. This telegraphic activ- 
itv, the Central Americans insist, is 
aimed at members of congress with 
a view to winning over enough of them

Castrille Wants Recogulition. 

Dr. Salvator Castrfllo, the diplomatic 
agent of the provisional government of 
Nicaragua, and répreséntative of the 
revolutionists here, today made forma! 
request to Secretary Knox that he be 
received on equal terms with the agents 
of the Zelaya government. This, natu- 
rally, will be informal, as neither the 
Nicaraguan representatives nor Dr. 
Castrillo have official standing here. 
While the state department has not 
rendered any decision in the matter, 
it is generally believed Dr. Castrillo’s 
réquest will be granted. 

In explanation of the status of Amer- 
ican consular officers in Nicaragua, it 
was said today that in all probability 
the Nicaraguan consuls in this country 
would not be disturbed for the present 
at least, nor was it thought that the 
American consuls in Nicaragua would 
be required to leave that country. 


NU REHEARING 
FOR JOWN WALSh 


‘Coun Declines to Admit 


Him to Bail. 


Chicago, December 3.—John R. 
Walsh, convicted of misapplying the 
funds of the Chicago National bank, 
of which he was president, was de- 
nied a rehearing of his appeal to the 
federal court of appeals here today by 
Judges Grosscup, Seaman and Baker. 

The denial of the motion for a re- 
hearing leaves John R. Walsh but one 
recourse, the supreme court of the 
United States to stay the execution 
of the sentence committing him to 
five years in the Leavenworth federa) 
penitentiary. 

The court declined to admit Walsh 
to bail, but permitted him, on his mo- 
tion, to defer the beginning of the 
sentence, pending the appiication to 
the supreme court, meanwhile placing 
him in the custody of the United 
States marshal. 

The action of the court was based 
on the precedent created by the 
Morse case, when the New York finan- 
cier was committed to the Tombs 
pending his appeal to the supreme 
court, instead of being sent to the fed- 
eral prison. : 

Mr. Walsh was taken into: custody 
by Deputy United States Marshal Ed- 
ward Northrup.’ The custody is “spe- 
cial custody,” and means that a dep- 
uty marshal will accompany Mr. Walsh 
wherever he goes, and. not necessarily 
place him behind barred doors until! 
further action is taken. 

Arguments will be made next Tues- 
day on a motion of Walsh's counsel 
to reopen the case.

Accoring to sveeral eye-witnesses, 
the motorman on the Howell station 
car, which was loaded with passengers, 
repeatedly sounded the gong when he 
noticed the two men standing in the 
left track, and the brakes were being 
applied when they were struck.

He 
said that for thé first five Months this 
year only two ward physicians made 
any reperts at all, and in the fourth 
and fifth wards only twa reports had 
been made. Others had gone from 
four to six months without making re- 
ports. 

“Some of the ward physicians,” 
Stated the mayor, “are not making 
enough visits to amount to their sala- 
ries if the city paid them for each sep- 
arate visit. It is a question if the city 
is warranted itn keeping them at all.” 

It was after the reading of the 
mayor's tetter that Dr. Bradfield made 
his forcible remarks. 

System Will Be Alfred. 

There will now be an investigation 
of the ward physician system and of 
the work that the physicians have 
been doing for the city. The four doc- 
torg on the committee will go to work 
at once, and ag soon as they can form- 
ulate a report the board of health will 
be called together to take some action 
The next stenv will be a recommenda- 
tion by the board to the general coun- 
cil.

Insurance Companies De- 
lay Honoring Policies. 


“We Don’t Believe Snead Is 
Dead---We Don’t Know Mrs. 
Snead Is Dead,” Is the Way 
the Insurance Officials Look 
Upon New York Mystery. 


New York, December 3.—The three 
great companies in which Mrs. Ocey 
Wardlaw Martin Snead held life in- 
surance for upwards of $30,000 an- 
nounced today that they wil? refuse to 
honor their policies until] it has been 
proved that the body of the half- 
starved young woman found in the 
bath room of an unfurnished house in 
East Orange, N. J., on Monday last, is 
that of Mrs. Snead. The policy for 
$24,000 on the life of her husband, 
Fletcher Snead, who is missing, is also 
unpaid, and no claim has been put in 
for the insurance. A company agent 
detailed to the case, said today: 

“We don’t believe Snead is dead. We 
don’t know that Mrs. Snead is dead. It 
seems incredible that any woman not 
hynotized or drugged could be per- 
suaded to endure such ingenuities of 
mental suffering and bodily privation 
as this poor girl now in the morgue 
underwent if she had any claim on 
the ties of blood and family devotion. 

Duplicates Were Issued. 

“We do know that these sepa- 
rate sets of policies in duplicate on the 
life of young Mrs. Snead were issued 
in favor of her aunt, Miss Virginia 
Wardlaw, now under arrest at East O:1- 
ange, on the plea, in each Instance, 
that the previous set had been lost.

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The fastest fire team in Atlanta is 
the proud distinction of “Major 
Hughes” and “Eagle Bird.” Eagle 
Bird is a sorrel and Major Hughes is 
a gray. Driver Chambers has held 
the reins behind them for more than 
three years. 

The purchase and subsequent 
breaking-in, the speed records and in- 
numerable little traits shown by this 
notable team, makes an interesting 
story, and one that is told as eagerly 
by the men of No. 4 engine house as 


is some happening which relates to 
themselves. They all swear by this 
matchless pair, for, according to them, 
there has never been two horses 
anywhere nearer human, more saga- 
cious or more gallant. 

“Major Hughes” is named after the 
famous Louisville fire chief. It was 
he that made it possible for former 
Mayor Joyner, at that time chief of 
the Atlanta department, to make the 
purchase. : 

The original Major Hughes had no- 
ticed this splendid gray animal in a 
string that was being shipped from 
Kentucky to some western point, and, 
though he would have liked to have 
secured the horse for his own depart- 
ment, -he was not on friendly terms 
with the purchasing agent, and for 
that reason was loath to make such a 
suggestion. This was in 1903. At the 
time, Chief Joyner was passing 
through Louisville on a -purchasing 
tour to Indianapolis... He was a per- 
sonal -frienad of Major Hughes, and 
through him learned. of the horse 
which was afterwards to bear the 
Same name. He set out in pursuit of 
the shipment that same day, over- 
taking it at Indianapolis. 

Thus the purchase of Major Hughes 
was accomplished. 

The animal took readily to harness, 
and it was not long before he had 
established himself. 

Eagle Bird was bought two years 
later, and was first tried at No. 1 
house. He seemed rather unruly, 
kicking over the traces several times. 
Finally Chief Joyner asked Captain 
W. B. Cody, of No. 4 house, to take 
him in charge and see if he could 
make anything out of him. This he 
did, and the change of homes worked 
a wonderful change in tke animal], and 
he was no longer a bad horse, but 
seemed, on the eontrary, the very 
essence of equine amlability. 

Both Eagle Bird and Major Hughes 
had early demonstrated their speed, 


but when they were put together 


they seemed doubly so, and conse- 
quently the title of “The Fastest 
Team” was not long in coming. 

Now it is no uncommon occurrence 
for No. 4’s truck to be the very first 
to a fire.

St. Paul, Minn., December 3.—Officials 
of the Switchmen’s Union say that they 
are not alarmed at the reports from 
the west today that members of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen are 
going back to work, and declared 
everything was still tied up in Seattle, 
| despite the rumor. 
| The switchmen say the Seattle train- 
men’s reported action will make no 
material difference, as there are only 
a few of them “in the Seattle yard, 
and that 97 per cent of the switchmen 
in the northwest are members of the 
Switchmen’s Union. 

Everything was quiet about. strike 
headquarters today. President Haw- 
ley had a conference with Governor 
Eberhart at Minneapolis. Present were 
Secretary Martin, of the executive com- 
mittee of the switchmen, and E. U. 
Decker, president of the Minneapolis 
Clearing House association. 

After the conference Governor Eber- 
hart announced that a well-defined 
movement had been started to settle 
the strike. 

No Truth in Settlement, 

President L. W. Hill, of the Great 
Northern, said there could be no truth 
to any talk ef settlement, even with 
individual railroads, as the general 
managers. had decided to stand  to- 
gether. 

He said that the railroads could get 
men to fill all the strikers’ places, but 
they preferred to give the old men a 
chance to return to their places. 

President Hawley, of the Switchmen’s 
Union, also said there was nothing def- 
inite accomplished at the Minneapolis 
conference, and that So far as he knew. 
the prospects of a settlement were no 
better tonight than they were before. 

Regarding the defection of the men 
in Duluth, Mr. Hawley said he had a 
message from Duluth today saying that 
only three of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen had returned to work. 

Mr. Hawley reiterated that there was 
no possibility of arbitration under the 
Erdman act, 

So faras the freight situation is con- 
cerned here, it is being moved with 
difficulty and there was congestion in 
the local yards. 

About 1,500 men have been imported 
into the Twin Citles and the railroad 
officials say they were satisfied that 
conditions would resume their normal 
aspect within a few days.

CARNEGIE COMPLETES MOUNTAIN 
SCHOOL’S $100,000 ENDOWMENT 


College at Demorest, in Which.Atlanta People Were In- 
terested, Clinches Big’ Endowment with $20,000 — 
Gift from:Iron Master. 


Demorest, Ga., December 3.—(Spe- 
csial.j—Another door of ‘opportunity 
swings to the mountain boys and girls 
of Georgia in the completion of the 
$100,000 endowment for Piedmont Col- 
lege at this place. 

But $20,000 was lacking of complet- 
ing the fund, and Andrew Carnegie has 
just notified the trustees that he may 
be counted upon for this amount. 

Piedmont College is devoted to the 
industrial and academic education of 
_Georgia’s mountain boys and girls. 
The completion of the endowment is 
of preeminent philanthropic import- 
ance since it opens the door of hope 
to a horde of mountain boys and girls 
otherwise totally lacking opportunity 
to acquire a life equipment. 

Atlanta people have been generous 
in their support of the campaign and 
the college desires to express its grati- 
tude for their .cooperation. 

How It Started, 

The campaign was originated by Dr. 
D K. Pearsons, of Hinsdale, Ill., who 
offere@ to give the college $25,000 pro- 
vided $75,000 more be raised. 

The American Missionary Associa- 
tion, of New York city, &ave $18.- 
000; W. S. Witham, of Atlanta, con- 
tributed $5,000; other local givers in- 
cluded Messrs. S. M. Inman, D. Wood- 
ward, J. W. English, John W. Grant, 
J. K. Orr, G. E. King, and Nicholas 
Ittner. 

The following extract from a letter 
which Dr. Pearsons wrote in connec-

tion with his contribution presents a 
pleasant and interesting phase of the 


character of this noted philanthropist: 
“Twenty-five thousand dollars, fare- 


well. You have been in my keeping’ 
for many years, and you have been a 
faithful servant. Your earnings have 
helped educate many young men and 
women who have helped make the 
world better. You came to me from 
the grand white pine forest of Michi- 
gan, and now you are going into the 
hands of good business men in the 
grand state of Georgia. There you are 
to become a part of a perpetual endow- 
ment fund of $100,000 for Piedmont col- 
lege, $75,000 of this sum having been 
given by the people of Georgia and 
other states. I expect that every dol- 
lar of this endowment will be kept 
intact and actively doing good for 
500 vears. 

“Over 100 years ago a good man gave 
$50,000 for mission work. The inter- 
est on this fund has educated more 
than 100 good men for the mission 
field, and is still being used for train- 
ing men for the business of brighten- 
ing the world and making it better.

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ILLUSTRATED LECTURE ON 
AUTQMOBILE ON THE FARM 


} 

Recently, at the Automobile School 
opening exercises in New York City, 
J. George Frederick, managing editor 
of Printer’s Ink, delivered a most in- 
teresting lecture on the modern use 
of automobiles on the farm, illus- 
trated by many stereopticon pictures. 

Mr. Frederick first traced the rea- 
sons for the greater wealth of the 
farmer through scientific farming and 
the use of good machinery, and show- 
ed the natural connection between 
the use of machinery. and the auto 
by farmers. He told how, by authori- 
tative estimate, there were now 76,000 
autos in use on farms—about one- 
fourth of all in use—and how one 
dealer in an Oregon town of 6,000 pop- 
ulation, sold 42 in one season. He said 
that of the 4,516 autos registered at a 
Kansas, half of them 
were owned by farmers; and that out 
of 16,000 autos owned in Iowa, one- 
half were owned by farmers. 

Taking up the question of how the 
farmer finds the auto profitable, Mr. 
Frederick told of the great help autos 
are to the dairy farmer in delivering 
milk quickly and without disturbing | 
the value of the farm horses during 
the busy farming seasons. He also 
pointed out how the delivery of milk 
by auto to railway stations has great- 
ly widened the area of farm land in 
which it is profitable to engage in 
the milk business. 

Mr. Frederick showed typical photos 
of farmers unloading milk from au- 
tos, and carying poultry and vege- 
tables to market, hoisting hay on 
stacks in the field with an auto, fix- 
ing up wire fences with an auto re- 
pair wagon, carrying grain to eleva- 
tors, hitching an auto to a broken 
down thrasher power plant, atc. 

As the auto has four or five times 
the capacity of the horse, without his 
care, it was shown how, merely for 
traction power the auto is an eco- 
nomic advance. Trucks with a five- 
ton grain capacity are now in use on 
the farm, and plowing with a gasoline 
tractor was shown 

The recreation side of the auto on 
the farm was most effectively illus- 
trated by Mr. Frederick’s pictures, 
some showing the women of the fami- 
ly out for a spin to the fields in their 
house dresses, for a mid-day change 
from household routine, others show- 
ing the farmer and his sons using the 
auto in late autumn to go on a hunt- 
ing trip (with deer slung across the 
radiator) and still others showing an 
astoninshingly numerous holiday 
ering of farmers in autos in small 
towns in the west which nobody has 
ever heard of before.

SAYS FEMALE SUFFRAGE 
WILL BECOME UNIVERSAL 


Governor Shafroth Does Not 
Believe Suffrage Will De- 


grade Women. 


New York, December 8.—That fe- 
male suffrage wil] become universal in 
this country was predicted tonight in 
a speech made in this city by Governor 
John F. Shafroth, of Colorado. Gover- 
nor Shafroth was the guest of the 
Equal Franchise League of this city. 
His speech was delivered at. the 
Garden theater and he was introduced 
by Mrs. Clarence Mackay. 

He contended that equal suffrage is 
right, expedient and practical, and put- 
ting to himself the question as to 
whether women want the-ballot, he 
said: 

“The fact that no Colorado legisla- 
ture has ever introduced a bill to re- 
| submit the suffragette question to the 
people shows that there is no demand 
for any change in the elective fran- 
chise of that state.’’ 

To show that the women do vote 
when they have the opportunity, Gov- 
ernor Shafroth said that 29.000 women 
out of 35,000 registered in Colorado 
in 1908 had voted, while of 41,500 men, 
36,800 had voted, the proportion being 
about the same. 

He also undertook to refute the con- 
tention that the exercise of the fran- 
chise would degrade women, saying in 
art: 

“Does any man believe that he has 
been degraded by casting an honest 
vote? Why should we assume that it 
will degrade women and not men?”

With lines more tautly drawn than ever, congress is confronted, upon 
the threshold of its session, with one of the greatest battles in its history. 

Nominally, its storm center is parliamentary reform; actually, it is a 
question whether the people or the “interests” shall administer the national 
government. 

Full of bluff and bluster and, apparently, ‘spoiling for a fight, Speaker 
Cannon has returned to Washington: from the west, where he consigned the 
insurgent republican Jeaders to democratic ranks, which, from his viewpoint, 
is probably about one degree worse than perdition. 

, “Let them come on!” he shouts, and the insurgent leaders are en 
to take him at his word. 

Stronger than ever the insurgents are coming back to the struggle; in 
the west the ultimatum has been given, and every man who supports Cannon 
has got to fight, and fight hard, for his seat.” sts, 

Senator Clapp, of Minnesota, has well generalized the insurgent attitude 
in his Milwaukee speech in behalf of La Follette. He says: 

Party solidarity is a desirable thing, but it amounts to nothing un- 

less coupled with vitality, and no party can permanently maintain 

solidarity and vitality without a third factor, and that must be party 


integrity. So-called “progressives” stand for solidarity only when 
solidarity is coupled. with Vitality founded upon integrity.

The republicans have no advantage of the democrats in this respect; both 
have their troubles, there is division on both sides of the aisle. 

Many democratic members, as the result of the tariff fight, are aligned 
with the republican insurgents; others, in some respects, incline, perhaps, 
toward the reactionaries. 

A natural outcome of it all may be realignment irrespective of party 
name; and upon the principles commonly accepted by the divisions in each 


organization. 

But will it come? There is the interesting question.

There is in the situation the interesting possibility of the. death of 
sectional politics, “a consummation devoutly to be wished.” 

Realignment: upon progressive lines, regardless of party name, would 
bring together all the sections in common cause, obliterating purely sec- 
tional lines and marshalling forces for a fight of principle unhampered by 
tradition. 

The congressional battle ground is not unlike that upon which the English 
parliament has just made big history. The commons passed a budget bill; 
Around it are now crys- 
tallizing political forces freighted with portentous meaning. 

In England it is a question of a government tax upon the interests which, 
in that case, are the land owners, 

Here it is a question as to whether the private interests, the combina- 
tions of monopoly, shall be permitted to tax the people. 

The success of Cannonism will be tantamount to an affirmative answer, 

and then the situation must go back to the American people. 

About such conditions is it not inevitable that there shall be, if the 
occasion arise, a crystallization of public sentiment which will mean a new, 

non-sectional and more powerful: party of opposition than the country has 
known in the last half century? 

It is entirely within the realm of the possible and the probable. 

Even so great loom the portentialities of the fight around parliamentary 
reform. : 

The stage is set and the actors are ready to go on. We shall await 
in serenity and confidence the climax of a renewed political and national, 


hope.

Twenty-nine deaths of young men and a record of brokén bones and 
noses that defies enumeration, is the splendid achievement of the football 
season of 1909. 

Under any view that we may take of it the question -stares persistently: 
Is it worth the price? 

Friends and opponents of the game seem agreed that any revision of 
the rules which eliminates danger to life and limb will also eliminate the 
profitable patronage, as.well, perhaps, as a large part of the interest of the 
student body. 

Again, as we look upon those twenty-nine corpses of once promising 
young men and uospitals filled with youthful invalids—the question, 

' Is it worth the price? ~ 

Colonel. John S. Mosby, the famous Confederate guerilla chieftain, a 
graduate of the Universfty of Viriginia and a man who has known the 
utmost severity of the strenuous life, is emphatic in his condemnation of 
the present-day gridiron game. 

‘These rungent sentences are taken from his recent criticism calied forth 
by the season’s tragedies: 


The shouts in the Coliseum over the dying gladiator, ‘‘butchered 
to make a Romen holiday,’ have for years echoed through the arcades 


of the university. 

The de.:enders of such sport say, “It develops the manhood of 
youth.” I deny it unless by manhood they mean physical. strength. 
My idea of manhood is _—— of honor and courage, and such quali- 
ties may exist in a weak body 

The difference between the past and the present in great American 
universities is the distance between Stonewall Jackson and John L. 
Sullivan. Footbe! simply develops the brute dormant in human nature 
and puts the player on a level with an Eskimo or a4 polar bear. 


Severe strictures, to be sure, but what are we to say of a sport that 
fills the hospital and the morgue with that class of young men upon whom 
states build their hope? 

Sane college athletics should be encouraged, and any legislative inter- 
ference with them is to be deprecated. 

But has not the state some right in, some claim upon these young men 
of vigorous mind and body? 

The best and most satisfactory remedy is a retorm from within—a 
revision of the rules of the game, cost what it may in profits, sO long as it 
ceases to take toll of life. 

And in the absence of that essential reform at home it may be predicted 
with almost absolute certainty, there will come, ultimately, interference from 
higher authority. 

It is the duty of the colieges and the universities, if they would escape 
possible radical and drastic action, to remove all occasior or necessity for it.

GETTING UNDER COVER. 


It is a noteworthy fact thét following the Standard Oil. decision and 
others, some of the competition\crushers are beginning to hunt cover. 

This is particularly apparent in the recent announcement of the divorce 
of the St. Louis and San Francisco from the Rock Island Railroad Company. 

Unquestionably these two great railroad systems, which are comipeti- 
tive at many points, must have been influenced in their action of severance 
by fear of possible consequences under the anti-trust laws, present or pros- 
pective. ? 

At the same time it is made apparent that their future operations will 
be under the direction of mutually friendly interests and, so far as actual 
by fear of possible consequences under the anti-trust jaws, present cr pros- 
those under the old status. 

Judging from experience, such a’ " severance as this is about all that 
could or would have been accomplished had the combined systems waited 
for the government to step in and dissolve their union .: 

Nevertheless, it is encouraging to see them aligning themselves with 
the law in so far as it has been interpreted by the courts. 

The most encouraging feature of the situation, emphasized by the action 
of these railroads, is that, while anti-trust prosecutions have been barren 
of practical or far-reaching results, so far as present or actual conditions 
are concerned, they have evidently proven a restraining influence against 
the: further pyramiding and deeper involution.of trust combinations. 

In other words, even though government action may have proven large- 


|}y ineffective as to present practices, it has probably prevented more intr} 


cate and far-reaching violations and evils. 
There is something, at least, to be thankful for.

The British Budget Crisis. 
Editor Constitution: There are one 

or two points in the present political 
crisis in England which are perhaps 
not sufficiently and fully brought out 
in your able article in today’s Consti- 
tution. While it is quite -true that 
the lords in refusing to giv® their con- 
sent to the budget bill have under- 
taken a responsibility which has not 
been theirs for hundreds of years, it 
is also true that during that period 
there has not been any such occasion 
as has now arisen. The budget con- 
tains articles which by a sudden leap 
would carry Britain far on the road 
towards socialism There are many 
kinds and degrees of socialism, one or 
more of which may be wisdom incar- 
nate, but the excuse for the action of 
the upper house lies in the fact that 
the people of Britain by every election 
which has taken place during the life 
of the present parliament have clearly, 
and with growing force, shown that 
the existing majority in the house of 
commons was placed there during one 
of those spasms of feeling which are 
one of the weaknesses of a pure democ- 
racy and which are one of the strong 
arguments in favor of a second cham- 
ber. When Gladstone brought in his 
home rule bill it was passed easily 
through the commons, only to be re- 
turned for reconsideration to the 
country, which promptly rejected it. 
It is to be remembered that the lords 
have not refused to pass the budget, 
that they have indeed indicated thetr 
willingness to pass it should it prove 
to be generally indorsed. What they 
have done is merely to give the na- 
tion an opportunity to say whether or 
not it believes in such sudden jumps in 
the dark—as all such movements really 
are—or rather in a more gradual 
growth towards cooperation among the 
population generally, which appears to 
be the actual tendency, even among 
the conservatives in Britain. At the 
same time the elections during recent 
years have plafnly indicated that the 
people are coming more and more to 
believe in an endeavor to provide 
necessary finance from a taxation on 
imports which the tariff reformers say 
may be accomplished without adding 
anything to the price of necessities, 
while it will inevitably tend to build up 
the waste places of the empire by the 
encouragement it will give to produc- 
tion within the empire. 

Again, Americans will make a great 
mistake if they think the British peo- 
ple are generally in favor of the an- 
nihilation of the house of lords. It 
is true that the least patriotic part of 
the nation, which Its the working class, 
has among its members a certain pro- 
portion whose only thought is the de- 
struction of capital as such, to which 
inheritance they hope'in some unac- 
countable manner to succeed. But the 
majority of the nation have a high re- 
gard and respect for the lords to which 
who can say that on the whole they do 
not deserve? Many of themselves ad- 
mit the wisdom of mending their house 
on the elective principle, by the addi- 
tion of statesmen from the colonies, 
and so on (which would doubtless 
have occurred independently of the 
present crisis), but the people gener- 
ally would regret to see the end of 
house of peers. The more broad- 
minded of the people of Georgia wil) 
doubtless be interested in the coming 
struggle, but I think it is doubtful 
whether in the event of national sup- 
port of the lords. on this occasion. 
such action will be an indication, as 
you appear to suggest, that Britain is 
walking backward. It may, on the 
other hand, be a sign merely of polit- 
ical caution and of being tired of act- 
ing as the dumping ground for the ex- 
cess of unsaleables wares which may 
be produced in any or all the factories 
of the world.

Many People Became Unduly 
Excited---Manager Dan Carey 
States Why Many of Trees 
Were Removed---Tree Expert

During the past two or three weeks, 
several trees in Grant park have been 
removed, and a number of people have 
become greatly perturbed, not know- 
ing why the work was being done. 

Yesterday morning a committee 
called upon the mayor to ask him 
why some of the Grant park shade 
trees were being removed. 

The mayor explained that’ there 
was a park and tree expert in the 
city from New York, who has been 
employed by the park department to 
give General Manager Dan Carey 
some assistance in improving and 
beautifying the park. 

President George F. Eubanks, of the 
park board, Councilman Craig Cofield, 
ex-officio member of the board, and 
|Gordon N. Hurtel, chairman of the 
park improvement committee, visited 
Grant park and had a talk with Man- 
ager Carey about the removal of the 
trees. 

Trees Should Be Removed. 


The manager quickly showed the 
visitors that what was being done to 
the trees was perfectly right and prop- 
er. He stated that acting under the 
recommendations of Expert Nelson 
Crist, who came here from New York 
to improve the condition of the park 
trees, he was having removed only 
such trees as were either dead or dy- 
ing, or were too near other fine trees, 

“We have marked such trees,” stat- 
ed Manager Carey, “as must come 
down in order to improve the park. 
Some of the trees removed are dead, 
others are dying, and many of them 
are too near other trees. By remov- 
ing two poor trees we will make of 
a third a beautiful shade tree. If the 
trees are not thinned out they will 
all remain dwarfed or stunted, and 
will eventually die. Mr. Crist is one 
of the greatest tree experts in the 
country, and the city is paying him 
to help me improve the Grant park 
trees.” 

In looking over the. park where 
some of the treés have been removed, 
the park board representatives saw 
at once that wonderful improvement 
had been made. It was seen that the 
trees cut down should have been re- 
moved. Shrubbery is being planted 
between the trees, and when this and 
the new grass grows. the park will 
present a greatly improved appear- 
ance.

T. P. A.’s Have Urged Railroad 
Commission to Act, and That 
Body Is Endeavoring to Bring 
About Some Solution of the 
Problem. 


The railroad commission issued an

1g on December 15 to investigaté the 
advisability and propriety of making a 
further order in the matter of requir- 
ing the railrcads entering Atianta to 
make regular, complete and systematic 
newspaper publication of the arrivais 
and departures of their passenger 
trains into and out of this city. 

Both organizations of the Atlanta 
travelers’ protective associations have 
been endeavoring for some time to s?®- 


and departures cf the Atlanta trains, 
and both. some months ago, passed 
resolutions on the subject urging the 
railroad commission to bring about 
such publication. 

Atlanta is, perhaps, the only city of 
its importance in the country where 
publication of local schedules is. not 
only seattered about, unsystematic and 
irregular, but it is said to be the only 
city in the state reached by a railroad 
and having newspapers, where publi- 
cation of at least departure schedules 
is not so made. In Atlanta one rail- 
read publishes its departure schedules 
only once a week, and others two or 
three times a week. 

The result is the traveling public 
never knows whereto look for informa- 
tion about schedules. Telephones where 
such information might be had are 
niore frequently busy than not, and 
frequently persons find it necessary to 
go to the railroad offices in person to 
get it with any sort of satisfaction 
and promptness, 

Didn’t Reach Situation. 
/ The commission issued an order on 
the subject some time ago requiring, 
all railroad companies to publish their 
schedules “continuously insome news- 
paper of general circulation,” but this 
order did not reach the situation in 
Atianta, and at the instance of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, or 
members of that organization, it took 
the matter up with the railroads again. 

The commission’s order recites this 
fact, and states that it called upon the 
railroads to publish their Atlanta ar- 
rivals and departures in the shape of a 
joint schedule in the same newspaper, 
“provided the same would be accepted 
by the newspapers at the regular ad- 
vertising rates fixed by law for the 
publication of the orders and schedules 
of the commission.” 

The railroads reported a few days 
2z0 that they had taken the matter 
up with the Atlanta newspapers, and 
that all cf them had refused to accept 
the sehedules for publication at the 
rate for legal notices. They stated 
they were unable, therefore, to comply 
with the commission’s order. 

It is for the purpose of ascértaining 
if some solution of the»problem cannct 
be reached that the commission has 
called a public hearing, and has called 
upon its special attorney “to conduct 
said inquiry on behalf of the commis- 
sion, and that subpoenas be issued for 
the appearance on that date of such 
witnesses as may be deemed advisable 
and necessary.” 

Tt is also provided that notice of tho 
said hearing shall be served on all the 
railroads entering the city. 


Two New Depots. 

The railroad cemmission yesterday, 
following hearings on the subject, is- 
sued orders requiring the Seaboard 
Air Line to build a depot at Renfroes, 
a town in Webster county, and the 
Georgia railroad to build a depot at the 
town of Blue Springs. These cases 
were hotly contested before the com- 
mission, and the citizens of the two 
places in question appear to have won 
out. 


Commission's Jurisdiction. 

The railroad commission has re-./ 
ferred to its special] attorney the ques- 
tion of its jurisdiction in the matter 
of requiring the compress companies 
of the state to uSe straight and solid 
ties on cotton instead of riveted and 
spliced ties, which are more frequently 
used in binding the cotton bale. The. 
matter was taken up on the complaint 
of the C. Horace McCall Company, of 
Atlanta, and the railroads which own 
the compresses replied that it was a 
matter over which the commission had 
no juridiction; that the shipper had 
the right to say what sort of a tie he 
would use on his product. The com- 
mission is now investigating the mat- 
ter. 


More OU! Is Seized. 

The department of agricuiture has 
stopped the sale of tanks of kerosene 
oil shipped to Social Circle, Gatnes- 
ville and Cordele, for the reason that 
they test below the required standard. 
It is reperted that the oi] flashes at 
99 degrees, whereas the limit is 100.

DID NOT PLEASE SMITH 


Mr. Smith Quits Penn. Board 
When Dr. Licthenberger 
Is Made Professor. 


Philadelphia, December 3.—A mild 
sensation was sprung here today when 
announcement was made that Walter 
George Smith, a prominent attorney, 
had resigned as a member of the board 
of trustees of the University of Penn- 
sylvania because of a difference of 
opinion between himself and other 
members of the board over the ap- 
pointment of Dr. L. P. Licthenberger, 
an associate professor, because of the 
latter’s views on divorce. Mr. Smith 
was prominent in the movement to 
make divorce !aws uniform, and was 
selected by Archbishop Ryan to speak 
for Philadelphia Catholics at the Cath- 
olic congress at Chicago in 1893. 

In the publication of the American 
Scciological Society, Dr. Lichthenberger 
is quoted as saying, in part: 

“Marriage, in the aspect we are dis- 
cussing, is the legal sanction of the 
social custom of the family. It is de- 
pendent upon law neither for its insti- 
tution nor for its perpetuation. We 
need to get rid of the fear that the 
family will disintegrate unless held to- 
gether by law. The family always will 
arise and disintegrate as the necessi- 
ties of life require, with scant regard 
for our laws on the subject. 

‘If these generalizations are ap- 
proximately correct, then it is certain- 
ly clear that the actual compelling 
forces in the sphere of religion and 
ethics are not ecclesiastical enactment 
and reactionary clerical resolutions, 
which represent the conservative in- 
fluences in the church but those which 
reside in the nature of our modern 
social, intellectual and religious life.”

Agreement. 


Battle for Championship Will 
Be Held Either in Salt Lake 
City or Near California on 
July 4, 1910 --- Graney May 
Be Selected for Referee. 


New York, December 3.—The Jef. 
fries-Johnson fight for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world will 
be fought either in Salt Lake City or 
near San Francisco on July 4, 1910, 
Final articles for the forty-five-round 
contest were signed by the principals 
today in Hoboken, N. J. 

Neither of the contestants, accord- 
ing to the articles, is to engage in 
‘any boxing contest before the big 
fight. This effectively eliminates the 
possibility of Johnson's meeting Lang- 
ford or Jeffries fighting Kaufman be- 
fore July. 

Must Enter Training. 

Both, it is further stipulated, must 
enter active training at least ninety 
days before the fight. Five-ounce 
gloves are to be used and the contest 
is to be governed by straight Marquis 


of Queensberry rules. The referee is 
to be selected at least sixty days be- 
fore the contest. I£ Jeffries, Johnson 
and “Tex” Rickard and John J. | 
son, the two last named being the 
successful bidders, cannot agree on a 
referee, Jeffries and Johnson are each 
to select two men and from these 
four, Rickard and Gleason are to make 
any selection they desire. The referee 
is to be paid $1,000, the contestants 
paying him two-thirds, the promoters 
the balance. 

Jeffries and Johnson have each de- 
posited $10,000 as a forfeit to the pro- 
moters if they fail to appear, while 
Rickard and Gleason have deposited 
$20,000 to stand as a forfeit in case 
they fail to stage the fight and to 
apply on the purse of $101,000 offered. 
Sixty days before the fight Rickard 
and Gleason are to deposit an ad- 
ditional $30,000 of the purse and the 
remaining $51,000 forty-eight hours 
before the contest. 

Murphy Holds Stake. 

Robert W. Murphy, a New York ho- 
tel proprietor, is the temporary stake- 
holder and he may serve permanently.

In industrial lines, 
there are few signs of slackening, 
aside from instances above or before 
noted. The switchmen’s strike in the 
northwest, and the strikes of shirt- 
waist makers at some eastern citfes, 
are the only important labor troubles 
noted. Thre is some fear, however, 
that the switchmen’s strike, which is 
now confined to the railroads running 
from Minnesota to the north Pacific 
coast, may extend eastward. 

In the iron and steel] trade there is 
some slight seasonable slackening of 
demand for finished lines of steel, fol- 
lowing the lessened activity in pig 
iron, but production and shipments are 
close to record. In the shoe trade 
orders from eastern manufacturers 
a@re better, and a good reserve of here- 
tofore delayed orders is now on hand.

The railroad strike in the northwest 
is an unpleasant development, and its 
immediate effects are chiefly felt in 
the flour trade. Undoubtedly the ac- 
tion of the house of lords in rejecting 
the British budget is the most im- 
portant event of the week, and it may 
have far-reaching consequences; but 
it would be difficult to trace any, im- 
mediate effect upon the situation in 
this country. Of-more present concern 
to our markets is the opening of con- 
gress next week, with the inevitable 
agitation of economic and financial 
questions. 

No uneasiness is felt regarding the 
lull now manifest in some branches of 
iron and steel, as it is recognized that 
recovery from past depression has been 
phenomenally rapid. Moreover, mills 
and furnaces have enough orders on 
their books to assure full activity for 
months to come, and producers gener- 
ally scan specifications and future 
business closely. Pressure on the plate 
mills has resulted from the insistent 
demands of car builders who are re- 
ceiving a steady flow of order from 
the railroads. Additional large con- 
tracts are expected to appear this 
month, and there is a prospect of a 
shortage in shapes and plates.

Market Took an Upward T 
on Lack. of Confirma- 
tion of Reports. 


. New York, December 3.—Prices of 
stocks took anh upward turn today 
without any well defined explanation 
for yesterday's course. The influences 
in the markét were, for the most part, 
denials of assertions current yester- 
day, which caused prices to decline, or 
renewed assertions of changes im the 
course of events which were depressing 
the market yesterday. Reports were 
circulated that the switchmen’s strike 
in the northwest was not destined to 
long continuance. Late in the day 
came a report from Chicago that it 
had been actually settled. The hopeful 
feeling on this matter relieved the 
market from considerable. pressure. 
The break in relations in this labor 
dispute has involved a good deal of 
uneasy feeling in financial circles. The 
necessity for wage adjustments on a 
comprehensive scale has been admit- 
ted fcr some time, but there was ap- 
parent confidence that negotiations 
would bring peaceful settlement. There 
have been reports circulated, at vari- 
ous times, of a general movement on 
the part of the ¢astern railroads to 
advance wages as a concession to pos- 
sible demands expected. Since the 
switchmen went out in the northwest 
the fear has grown up that that trou- 
ble would spread and overturn the 
arrangements for smoothing over 
troubles. Sentiment was correspond- 
ingly benefited by the idea, which 
spread today, that the interruption of 
traffic would be stopped. 

There was a parallel change of feel- 
ing on the subject of the forthccm- 
ing president’s message. It was said 
today that yesterday’s reports from 
Washington of radical recommenda- 
tions to be incorporated in the message 
were not well founded. Professed fore- 
casts of the contents of the message 
confined them within the lines of the 
series of addresses made by the presi- 
dent on his tour of the country. This 
tendency to reverse the opinion of 
things was taken to point to a pro- 
fessional origin for much of the deal- 
ings in the market. 

The announcement of the acquisition 
of a majority of * the stock of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society by 
J. P. Morgan, together with the control 
of the Equitable and the Mercantile, 
and other trust companies involved, 
was of important effect. The trans- 
action was viewed in connection with 
the earlier acquisition of the Guaranty 
Trust Company by a partner in the 
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firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. The 


prodigious centralization in the direc- t 


tion power of credit institutions re- 
sulting from this, suggests a line of 
policy dominant in the foremost finan- 
cial minds of the country, which seems 
to indicate confidence in exemption 
from effective interference in the. pro- 
cess of combination and consolidation. 
The incident was an underlying influ- 
ence on the day’s stock market of con- 
Siderable force. A resumption of the 
concentration operations in United 
States Steel on a rising scale was not 
disassociated from this feeling. 

Preliminary estimates of the week’s 
currency movement show some very 
strong cross currents in the move- 
ment. Subtreasury operations, includ- 
ing deposits for telegraph transfer to 
San Francisco, have absorbed $6,476,000, 
and the gold outgo to South America 
has taken $5,350,000 more.
